DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the claims filed on August 1 1 , 201 0 have been fully 
considered. The 35 UCS 112 2nd paragraph rejection has been obviated as is thus 
hereby withdrawn. 

2. Because there are no grounds of rejection remaining, the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection over copending later-filed application US 11/909,447 is 
withdrawn.
